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COURT RULES AGAINST TOWN 


TOWN COUNSEL TO APPEAL 
JUDGEMENT 

Town Counsel Philip Buzzell 
has stated that he will pro- 
bably enter an appeal against 
a decision of the Middlesex 
Superior Court, in which the 
town was ordered to give $7200 
plus a 25% penalty to the 
School Committee. 

Judge George Thoupson, of the 
Middlesex Superior Court ruled 
last week that the Town was in 
error, in refusing to appro- 
priate monies which had been 
included in the School Commit- 
tee budget for 1957. 

The Town Meeting, in the an- 
nual meeting of March 1957 re- 
fused to appropriate $6,900 
for the so-called Dependency 
Clause, in payment of school 
teachers, and also refused to 
appropriate $1200 for the pur- 
chase of 4 electric typewrit- 
ers. 

The Dependency payment, a 
controversial item at that 
time, was a payment of addi- 
tional money to teachers who 
had dependents to support, and 
ranged in sums of $50 to about 
$200 for about ° teachers, 
The tow refused to appropri- 
ate the money, after the Pi- 
nance Committee had brought 
the facts to the attention of 
the town, Members of the 
School Committee moved to re- 
instate the money and the move 
was voted down by the people. 
The town also refused to pay 
$1200 for electric typewriters 
after a School Committee mo- 
tion had been made, under the 
sare circumstances. 

In both instances the School 
Committee paid the money, both 
the Dependency Allowance, and 
buying the typewriters. 

At the end of the year the 
School Committee turned back a 
sum $7,782,70 as unexpended 
balance, after all nece y 
payments had been made: This 
sum was left’over from the 
appropriation by the town in 
1957, 

Judge Thompson noted that a 
further sum of $11,681.22, re- 
ceived by the School Committee 
under Public Law 874 from the 
Federal Government had no cf- 
fect on the case, 

The case was brought to court 
on a 10 citizens petition, the 
leading name of the petitiin 
being John Hartnett, the then 
Chairman of the School #oard 
and was entered in the docket 
as John F. Hartnett et als vs 
the Town of Wilmington 

Appeal to be 

Pointing ont that the School 
Committee had a sum in excess 
of its needs, and that it re- 
tumed this sum to the General 
Treasury of the Town at the 
end of the year, after paying 
the Dependency Allowance, and 
after purchasing the electric 
typewriters, Town Counsel 
Philip Puzzell has stated that 
the town will ‘probably’ ap- 
peal the ruling. 

Mr. Buzzell, it is understood 
feels that the School Commit- 
tee did not make a case of its 
‘eed’ for the money, when it 
was able to return money to 
the town at the end of the 
year.

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SCHOOL BUILDING COMMITTEE 
ANNOUNCES PLANS FOR NEW 
SCHOOL 
A 17 sided school building, 
with 12 classmoms, not to ex- 
ceed $490,000 in cost is to be 
built on the Off-Glen Road 
School site, according to an 
announcement of the Permanent 
School Building Committee, 

made Monday evening. 

The committee stated that a 
careful determination of the 
meny factors involved led to 


the type of se.+.7 planned. 4 
good school, ratier than a 
cheap sehool wis seeced neces- 
sary, and a fresi: spproach was 
thought necessary. 

The new school, which will 
have its 12 classrooms around 
the perimeter of the building 
and an auditorium and other 
rooms inside, will provide 
more classroom space than is 
required by the minimum state 
requirements. It is anticipa- 
ted that the cost will be ap- 
proximately $30,000 per class- 
room, 

Economies in the p]anned 
school building are to be ef- 
fected by reductions in size 
of such costly items as cor- 
roof areas, and out- 
side walls, all acheived by 
the near circular design. 

The type of building to be 
constructed, though new to 
| Wilmington, has been construct 
ed elsewhere, both in Massach- 
usetts and in other states of 
the county. One such school 
was viewed by the committee 
and found to be functional in 
design and pleasing in appear- 
ance. 

The committee believes that a 
savings of approximately 20%

He headed the department of 
physics ,t Comell for 10 years, 
and was instrumental in estab- 
lishing a department of engin- 
eering physics at the close of 
the war, to provide a new pro- 
gram in technical education to 
prepare students for careers in 
industrial research,

In 1942 Dr. Smith was asked to 
Join the group working on the 
Manhattan Project at the Univer- 
sity of Califomia, as a result 
of his work at Comell on elec- 
tromagnetic isotope seperation 
in connection with experiments 
on the treatment of cafcer being 
carried out at the New York Hos- 
pital. The work of this group 
headed by Dr. Ermest 0 Lawrence, 
was to find important applica 
tions in uranium isotope pro- 
duction processes at Oak Ridge.

CASE FOR THE HIGHWAY DEPARTMENT 

Monday night the Selectmen discussed in some 
detail various deficiencies in the work of the 
Highway Department. They noted that there were 
fence posts down, that patching had not been 
done, and other items, some é6f it serious in 
nature. Particularly there was a squawk abait a 
hole on Ballardvale Street, which had been 
known to exist for a few weeks at least, ar 
which was the cause of an accident Monday even- 
ing when a young lady who lives very near 
the site drove into the hole. 

No one will argue against the fact that the 
deficiencies noted do exist, and that repairs 
are very slow at times. 

Neither will any one argue against the fact 
that the Superintendent of that department is 
an individual who-is very outspoken in his o- 
Pinions, and that he has a proclivity for rub- 
bing people the wrong way. 

t there is another side of the picture 
which should be examined before wholesale con- 
demnations are made. 

We é¢annot recall any year, in our Tow Meet- 
ing, when the Highway Department has received 
the mmey that it has asked for. 

We cannot recall any year, in our Tow Meet- 
ing, when the Highway Department has been given 
the number of employees it has requested. 

At the present time it is working with 12 
employees, it is caring for streets which tc.tal 
over 100 miles in length, if air memory serves 
us carrectly. 

We would like to be able to join some of our 
fellow citizens in the ancient sport of Jumping 
on the Highway Department, but in justice we 
cannot do so until they have had a sufficient 
appropriation, and sufficient manpower to do 
all the things that are asked of them. 

If and when that Department gets the money 
it asks for and the men it asks for, it should 
really be on the receiving end of a good old 
fashioned Heel and Toe Jump, if air streets ane 
not kept up to snuff. 

PEAT FIRES 

Residents of Wilmington, we are afraid, are 
going to be soon faced with a new kind of nut- 
sance — peat fires. ; 

Readers of the metropolitan papers may re- 
call thst on Route 28, last summer during the 
dry spell, there were a number of days when it 
was difficult to drive through Needham because 
of the heavy smoke in that community. 

That smoke came fro peat fires. 
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structing Route 28 large amounts of peat had to 
be removed fran swampy places and disposed of. 
There was to much to sell- there was no market 
for it, and it was piled up in a convenient lot 
and forgotten. 

There it stayed for several years, drying 
out, and last summer ,the inevitable happened. 
The peat caught on fire, and smo'dered all sum- 
mer long. Perhaps there will be another session 
again this year, if we get a dry spell. 

We are faced with a similar danger in Wil- 
mington. Where the new Interstate Highway 93 
is to cross the Ipswich River there is thon- 
sands of tons of peat which will have to be re- 
moved, and disposed of. 

Naturally, the least distance tc truck this 
peat is the best distance for the ce mtractors, 
which means that if a place can be found in 
Wilmington the contractors will be dumping it 
here. 

And in a few years this will dry ot- and 
Wilmington may well get its share of peatsmog, 
to keep the tcwn happy. 

We know of no law which can allow the town 
to prevent this fran happening. 


THE STATE TAX APPELLATE BOARD 

Taxpayers are finding times a little mare 
difficult each year, with municipal taxes on 
the increase in every city and tewn. Expanding 
populations have called fa@ more schools. In- 
flationary increases in land values have been 
made. All of these things have ecised the ex- 
penses of the towns and cities to increase and 
there has been a resultant increase in taxes. 

In some cities and towns there have beer a 
large number of appeals by aggrieved taxpayers 
to the State Tax Appellate Board, for redress. 
This bard exists fa the sole purpose of hear- 
ing the complaints of people who think their 
property is over-assessed by local Assessars. 
The City of Boston is a conspicuous example, and 
a large number of cases are heard each year by 
the State Appellate Tax Board from that city, 


with many cases being reported in the papers of 
large reductions, (generally called abatements) 
being ordered, for the relief of individual tax 
payers. 

The City of Lowell is another example, per- 
haps a little different from Boston, but one 
which is having its troubles.’ The State Tax Ap- 
pellate Board, so far this year, has ordered a- 
bateménts in that city which will increase the 
tax rate there $1.80 next year, and the Appel- 
late Roard has yet to finish their work.

A letter accompanying the let 
ter stated that the Water De- 
partment had extended the main 
on the street for this dis- 
tance, without cost to the 
town, and that the street was 
being surfaced without cost to 
the town, with the work be- 
lieved to be completed in Nov- 
ember. 

Mrs. Drew noted that this was 
the first street to go into 
the 1958 list for acceptance, 
and reminded the Board that 
all petitions for Acceptance 
of Streets under the Better- 
ment Act should be submitted 
by September 1, 1957.

Kidder spoke up on the minor 
repair problems, stating that 
‘it is time the town took care 
of these little emergencies - 
there is a hole near the Es- 
quire Estates that has been 
there for two weeks.’ 

Mrs Drew reported a complaint 
about filling in land near 
the Maple Meadow Brook at Lo- 
well Street, TheT™ said that 
as long as the fill doesn’t 
impede the flow of the water 
the town is mt involved. 

A letter from Attorney Tim 
Kane discussed the use of 
pea stone, instead of sand, for 
surfacing streets after oiling 

The Selectmen ll agreed that 
the pea-stone use was far su- 
perior to sand, for permanent 
work. 

A new culvert, on Glen Road 
drew the ire of Hagerty. It 
had been installed by a pri- 
vate contractor, and according 
to Hagerty the rights of a 
private land owner were being 
invaded. Hagerty was quite up- 
set and denounced the company 
involved emphatically. 

The land had been left in 
poor condition, he stated, and 
the aggrieved party had been 
told that he could ‘rake it 
over himself” 

The same company is also dump 
ing fill on a Church Street 
site, and Hagerty demanded 
that they get a bull dozer 
down to the site tcget rid of 
large boulders. ‘It looks like 


@ quarry’ 

Further, Hagerty stated, the 
company was leaving material 
so that it would wash or fall 


down on the property of the 
landowner on Glen Road.

sary non-elderly person as 
specified in Section 26UU of 
the General Laws, Chapter 121, 
of the Acts of 1954.

Dear Folks: 

Your reporter got out of the 
mountains without much trouble 
The pack trip was a little 
strenuous because of rain, but 
not all of the time, thank 
heavens. Did have an opportun- 
ity to catch some grayling in 
one of the glacial lakes. My 
first experience with them and 
was most gratifying. They were 
seventeen to nineteen inches 
long and good fighters. It was 
necessary to wode nearly to 
your middle to reach their 
habitat and with only sneakers 
and trunks to keep you warm in 
thet glacial fed lake, it lim- 
ited the length of time you 
would fish. 

Went thru Yellowstone Park 
and watched Old Faithful per+ 
form its usual magestic act 
and then on to the Tetons to 
meet old friends, horses that 
we had packed with into the 
Idaho mountains two years ago. 
Jackson Hole area is still our 
best bet. The Rockefeller 
funds have made much more 
available the beauties of this 
whole area. Some of our citi- 
zens would enjoy the wide open 
gaming rooms with dice, cards, 
and the wheels runnings as in 
LasVegas. Strange for Wyoming 
because Jackson is the only 
town that pays no attention to 
the lew. The area south of 
Jackson is very picturesque 
with canyons, rivers and 
ranches, 

Coming east from Rock Spring 
we had a new experience of 
doubtful enjoyment. There was 
a dust storm. Fog may be bad, 
but dust and a seventy mile 
wind is worse. We were able to 
keep ahead of the worst of it 
only to meet a downpour of 
rain fifty miles on. Much like 
New Fugland, if you wait a 
while you can have almost any 
kind of weather.

In the previous chapter the 
impression may have inadvert 
antly been given that the ra 
ces and canoe tilting et Sil- 
ver Lake were events that took 
place every weekend, Such of 
course was mt the case, it 
was a Labor Day Weekend affair 
and perhaps the best Labor Day 
weekend in Massachusetts. 


age, came to this event, 
like the dances on Saturday 
nights there were special 
cars coming from Boston, to 
accomodate the crowds. Some of 
ir) ie 


the Labor Day holidays saw 
several thousand visitors 
present, in addition to the 
natives. 

The Labor Day weekends were 
started by the Silver Lake 
AAA ( or Triple A as it was 
called, an organization which 
preceded the Silver Lake Mans 
Club, and was succeeded by 
that organization. It was the 
AAA that built the dance hall 
on Grove Avenue, as a club 
house, 

Jack Dunn ( not Jim, as he 
was named in the previous 
chapter) lived only a stone’s 
throw from the club house, 
and was the representative of 
Law and Order in the vicinity 
He had a very nice bungalow 
with a small porch, from 
which he surveyed his domain. 
He was a plumber, and his 
police activities were merely 
a pastime with him. He later 
moved to California, where he 
died a few years ago. 

It must not be imagined that 
the Boston & Northern Street 
Railway was the only trans- 
portation company to profit 
by the Silver Lake recrea- 
tional activities. As the 
village ( if one may so call 
it) grew, during the years im- 
mediately before World War I 
there used to be a tremendous 
train traffic during the week- 
ends, and it is a matter of 
record that the Boston & Meine 
last train to Boston, from Sil- 
ver Lake, on Sunday evenings 
used to pick up 600 passengers 
Silver Lake Station, at that 
time was typical of the type 
put up by the Boston & Maine. 
There was a comfortablé wait- 
ing room, a ticket agent, and 
a telegraph clicking away in a 
semi+noisy and mysterious man- 
ner, The station was later 
burned down - probably set on 
fire by children, and only a 


small shelter is there today. 
The Base “all Team 

The Silver Lake Baseball Team 
one of the best in Massachu- 
setts, lasted for over half a 
dozen years, and was a consis- 
gent winner, There was one 
year if we recall correctly, 
in which no runs were scored 
by sny opponent. 

Eddie Neilson was the pitcher 
and Harold Melzar, a base- 
stealer non-pareil, played out 
field, with Charley Dickerman 
(not Dickenson, a typographi- 
cal error, as it appeared prev 
iously) having perhaps the 
fastest ball of the day. Char- 
ley hit Bill Durkee, of North 
Wilmington, one day in a game 
at Harriman’s Tannery, and 
Durkee limped for the next ten 
days. 

The Silver Lake team started 
about 1906, and in 1908 it was 
the team to play in Massachu- 
setts. Any tean that consider- 
ed itself good had to measure 
it-self against Silver Lake. 
There were several hundred ra 
bid fans, which followed the 
Silver Lake team around in its 
travels. The Boston & Northern 
Street Railway Co used to pro- 
vide a dozen cars for the team 
and fans, and several hundred 
strong they would descend on 
the town they were playing, 
the team of course coming home 
with the winning score, and 
the fans with sore throats, 
from cheering and screaming. 
The only ones who really made 
any money though was the Bos- 
ton & Northern. Undoubtedly 
the directors of that comor- 
ation were among the silent 
rooters for the Silver Lake 
Baseball team. 

The Grandstand 
Things got to the point that 
the Silver Lake Men’s Club 
found it necessary to build a 
grandstand, to accomodate the 
crowds that used to come and
